A correspoudeut of the Detroit 'Freo 
Proas,' from one of tha western sta- 
tions of tbe Eiiatern division of tho 
N'othern Pacilic lailway, expiessns the 
opinion that in t,lio lmhI il will bo 
(\greocl upon nil 1i:i.!1'1b Hint tho cou- 
struutiou of that, roiul, viuwed from » 
l)U3iuess and comiuurrial standpoint, 
was a judicious outcrpriso. The 
country truvoised In- 'he road for 
uboiit one luiudreil iin.i foity niilea 
west of Dululh.lhe luku Superior ter- 
minus, ib »terile and unproductiTO, 
much of it swanipy.iiud lands of thut 
Bection are praclicnily worfchlets eith- 
er for agricultural or lumbering pur- 
poses. But for the next two hundred 
miles the roaa passea through one of 
the tinost wheat countries on tho faco 
of the earth. The soil is light and 
Jriable, but of great depth and fertil- 
ity, and for spring wheat cannot bo ex- 
celled. This region is represented as 
possessing every natural advantage for 
ttgricultural pursiiild. It is therefore 
assumed that at au early day the car- 
rying trade on the lakes will be great- 
ly augmented by the doTelopiueut of 
thia rich section, whose outlet must be 
' the Northern Pacific railway. 

But tho same wrilyr [neseiits a real- 
ly astounding exhibit of the extrava- 
gance of the eompny ia the construc- 
tion of the road. All its appointments 
ajre of , the most costly style. Its build- 
mgs — iJot main ofBces alone, but its 
depots and station houses— are con- 
structed upon tho most elaborate plan 
and many of them highly ornamental 
in their sfcyle and finish. The-jrunning 
Btock is out of all proportion to the 
'■ wants of the road- Fifty-eight first- 
class locomotives are standing unused 
and worse than that, forty of tUeiu un- 
housed. While tho Pacific division 
was very economically built, there ap- 
(ppars to have been at the other end 
an entire recklessness as to cost of 
construction. This lavish expenditure 
of money on the inoiilentals, accounts 
lor the fact, stated pnbl cly a siior. time 
since by a person entirely compctoiit 
to judge of the luaLier, thut f 20, 000,- 
OOU jgitiiciously and carolully expend- 
ed would accomplish as much as was 
i iccomplished by tho f 31. 000,000 ac- 
tually expended. 

These facts, wo are assured, are ful- 
ly appreciated by the new manage- 
ment of the oulcrprise, and they in- 
tend to see to It that the Atlantic end 
of the road, like the Pacilic, ia built 
with as little expemlituio 'jf iiiuney as 
is consistent with good work. There 
are to be no more station houses and 
depot buildings built in the unsettled 
o and primitive wastes in a stylo suitablo 
for tho chit f cities of the republic. 
^Ehero are to be no inure; unused loco- 
motives or other running stock than 
the emergencies ot tlie id'uI may read- 
onably rcciuiro. if exercising the 
/ajr^ctest economy and husbanding tho 
rcBOurces of the company in every 
practicable manner will eiiablo tho 
f ^ork to progress without further inter- 
ruption till conmcLion is made with 
the Pacilic ocean, the management are 
resolved that tho connection shall be 
made.

Concerning the new Canadian loan 
tteJiOodoQ "Times" (Oct. 'iOth) saya 
in its financial article: — 

"Messrs. Baring Brothers aiulGIyn, 
Mills, Currio, Co. iuvile tenders for 
£2,.')00,000 fitorling Four per Cent. 
Canadii. Bonds, redeemable at eighty- 
fiye years' date, of v.'hich £1,500,000 
are guaranteed by the Imperial Govorn- 
>m,ent. The tenders will bo opened on 
■'the 2Gth iust., b(!tweeii tho liours of 
■ one and two o\-lo;k. 'fiio iiighost 
bids TFill bo oxceptoil, provided they 
come up to the sealed 'niinimiim' fixed 
by the Govcrnnicnt, which will then 
be placed on the table. With the 
prospectus there is circulated a luemo- 
randuin by the tjanailian Finance 
Minister .netting fortii the pouition of 
Canadian linauoes. As no coiupodious 
Btatoment has, he says.been publiihed 
from official iourcos feince the coftfed- 
eration of the provinces in ISGT, thin 
memorandum is interesting for mora 
reason! th^n ono. From it wo learu 
that the public debt of t.;aiia(la,inclnd- 
ing note currency, nominal capital 
reprejejiting annuities payable to 
Tarioufl Provinces, &o., tut deducting 
sinking fund and cash,&c. .is in round 
figures £24,000,000, or £(3 per head of 
the populating. Of this Jt20,300,000 
FopyvHst* the foreign debt, Um siok' 



ing fund accamulatidn aihoudting to 
£1,000,000. The annual interest on 
this bondod debt is about £1,000,000, 
tho total debt charge is XI, 300, 000, or 
about (is 8d por head. The larger half 
of this debt has been contracted to 
pay for railway, but £5,500,000 has 
been spent on canals and £5,000,000 
given as compensation to Provinces at 
tho time of the federation, or spent in 
foncTiig lands, buying and or(,'anizii)g 
territories, &c. Much of thia expiMi- 
dituro may not bo as yet j)roductivc, 
but it has unquestionably paved tiie 
way for great future prosperity in the 
Dominion. Meantime, it is satisfac- 
tory to find that the trade of the count- 
ry has been almost uniformly increas- 
ing, having risen in aggregate value 
from £27,000,000 in 1868 to £M,53'J,- 
000 last year. This year there will be 
a falling off mainly through lower 
prices, a smaller corn trade, iuid a di- 
cliuo in tho lumber trade; but tho most 
satisfactory point of all is to bo found 
in the steady gi'owth of the revenue, 
and the uniform, surplus which 
revenue has sbowu over ordinary ex- 
penditure since tiio date of the con- 
federation. Last year the revenue 
was nearly .Co, 000, 000, and the ordin- 
ary oxpenditiare aliout £-l,H()0,(.)()(), and 
in previous years tho difference be- 
tween the two sides of tho account 
was even more in favor of the country, 
1871 showing a kiur[)lus of £712,0(1(1, 
The aggregate surpluses of the eight 
years amount to £'2,4:13,00(j, exclusive 
of tho sinking fund on the debt. 
This year, in spite of depressed trade, 
the revenue is expected to be higher 
than ever, and a surj)liis of £200,000 
is looked ior notwithstanding tiie 
practice, which has been in force for 
some three years past, of paying cer- 
tain outlays, hitherto taken out of 
capital, from retenue. This new loan 
is. like the balance of the loan raised 
last year, to be applied to public 
works, &c., in tho manner thus set 
forth: — 

"1. To provide for the construc- 
tion of several great works of internal 
improvement, chiefly in comection 
with the enlargement of the existing 
canal system, by which it is jjroposed 
to improve tho communication be- 
tween Lake Superior and the ocean 
to such an extent as to permit the pas- 
sage of vessels of 1500 tons burthen, 
carrying froni 50,000 to 60,000 Ijush- 
els of grain, tho largest size hitherto 
admitted having been alrout 500 tons, 
carrying less than 20,000 bushels. 

"2. To defray oxjienditure incurred 
on works of communication with the 
North- West Territories and the Pacif- 
ic Railway. 

"3. To recoup the Exchequer for 
bonds actually paid, bearing a higher 
rate of interest, and to provide for 
others falling duo. 

"Tho present is considered a favor- 
able time — wages and materials being 
lower than they wore— for pushing 
these undeftakinge on to completion. 
No doubt they are some of them of 
great immediate importance to the 
country, and so long as no counte- 
nance is given to private adventurers, 
who seek only to enrich themselves at 
the expense of the State, means to 
help Canada forward are never likely 
to be wanting here." 

The 'Standard,' says: — "The ten- 
dors for the United Canadian four per 
cent, bonds are expected to ranges 
from £07 to £',)H, hut it is (piestioneil 
whether large subscriptions will be 
ofl'erotl by tho banks and discount es- 
tablishments, who would have pve- 
ferred applying only for the bonds 
guaranteed by the I'higlisli (Jovcrn- 
ment, since tho Dominion of (^'anada 
bonds, although forming in reality a 
solid security, could not be used for 
the purpose of obtaining temporary 
loans from the Bank of England. The 
applications from the general jniblic, 
however, are expected to be in excess 
of tho total to be allotted, tiio acLnal 
supply of sound stocks having hi en 
very small for a long time past. The 
existing Canadian four per cents., 
guaranteed by the Home Government, 
were (piotod to-day at 101 to 100, and 
tho unguaranteed four per cents. 01 
to 92, with transactions at Ul.^ and

Death on tho Wave. 



A Corouer's Jurv, after a patient 
lioariny of all witnoascs whoso testi- 
mony would assist to lift the veil 
that hid tho oircumstaucos which led to 
tho loss of the stonmahip Pacific with 
fifteen soore of human livos, have 
rondored a verdict which, though se- 
Yoio, will not be considerad, in the 
jiidgmeut of any one who has taken 
the trouble to stutly tho ovidenco, too 
Bovero, for it has hoen shown plainly 
tlmt,not\vitlistiiiuliiiKtl)o rctten i<t:ito of tho 
Bhip, tho oierciso of the moat ordinary 
means at hand would have averted the 
calamity. Lot ua briefly review the 
fants uttendin;^ this, tho most lament- 
a'lie and inexcusable disnster that 
has yet occnrred on the Pacific Coast. 
A steamship Ion?; past the age when 
wooden vessels are considered servico- 
able and notoriously rotten, secures a 
certificatG of seaworthiness from an 
inspector of hulls at San Francisco, 
and is placed on the route between that 
port and Victoria. She receives on 
board 600 tons of freight and from 250 
to 300 passengers, and sails heuce at 
9^ o'clock oa the morning of a oalm 
and clear day. At 9 o'clock of the 
same evening, with no fog to obstruct 
the vision of the ofiicer on deck or the 
man at the wheel, she runs into a 
strange vessel lying directly across her 
path. The concnssion is not a severe 
one. Th« teqtitnony, which diffors in 
Bome other respects, is agreed on this 
point. Ouo witness swore the shock 
w»a so light that ho had no idea dam- 
age had been done tu either \ebsel. 
But slight as the stroke was it proved 
BuHicient to crush in the bows of tho 
steamship and let'in the hungry sea 
through a thousand openings to claim 
its victims. The strange .'^hip, huviug 
ascertained that slie ii in no danger, 
with a recklessness that ought to con- 

.-■iga her Captain to an ignominious 
death, sails away and abandons tho 
steamship and her people to their 
fate. TIjo two survivors testify that 

. the btoamsliip rcmaiued above water 
nearly oiiQ hour after sustaining the 
injury. What must strike everyone 
as the most singular circumstance con- 
nected with the disaster is the as- 

, tounding want of resource which her 
officers stem to liavo had to keep her 
from sinking or to j)reveut a loss ef 
life. The Cajjtain, a bravo sai- 
lor, who had faced death in battle 
in a thousand forms, seems to be com- 
pletely unmanned by the situation in 
which he finds himself and his pas- 
B'?ngors placed. Neither he nor bis 
oiricers ajipear to have an intelligent 
idea of what is expected of th«m in 
the emergency; and it is left to the 
only passenger who survived to tell 
the story to adojjt a means of draw- 
ing attention to their state which 
sliould have hoen tho first thing 
thought of by the oQicers. He meets 
the "captain coming out of his room," 
and asks him if there are any 
blueligbts. The cai)tnin directs him 
tu the wlieelhouse. Here he finds "the 
wheel ilcsct liid" nm\ a passenger anxiously 
inquiring the direction of tho laud 
that he may steer the sinking vessel 
aahnre. At this time the "steamer s 
engines are working at full spee 1," the 
very worst coureo that could havo been 
adopted, for tht' forward movement of 
the steamer causes the water to "fly 
in" (as Henley expressed it) through 
her gaping wounds with increased ra 
pidity. It may have been timt the en- 
gineers, like tlm quartoimaster on du- 
ty, had deserted their posts; but wo 
fail to SGo the tirsl Sdnsiljle effort 
made to save the .shij) that occurs to 
even a landsuuui in caso of collidion, 
viz: to stop tho engines and place a 
sail over tho bows to lessen the volume 
of leakago Ro as to enal)le the ship 
to reach th(! shore. Neither do wi find 
any discipline on Ijoard. i'asscngcrs, 
sailors and wmlers rush pell meJl to 
the boats. Some try to lower them 
whilst others ciowd into them and 
prevent by that step the very consum- 
mation they most devoutly wi.sh for. 
It so happens that the only two sur- 
vivors of the wreck were engaged 
about a boat in which the ladies were 
placed. Into all tlie boats during the 
afternoon lubl Lieen put wntor to "trim 
ship!" and when one of tl.'e iadio.s got 
into iho boat sljo complained of the 
presence of water therein. When the 

, time came for lowering this boat what 
must havo been the feelinfrs of all in aim 
abijiil il lo iliscovi'r tlmt tho davit kuiiks 
u'crt ami lliut thi) built could liu 

noitlifi' raised nor iow(Meil. As the nteani- 
cr BiiltUul tills binit touched the wntor and 
tho fabteiiingH wfie cut laoau willi an ax, 
but the voitex created by tho sinking 
vessel seems to have drawn tho boat down 
with its preoious freight and in a few se- 
oonde a dozen or bo porHons olineing to 
pieces of tho wreck with tho energy that 
deHpair alonn cr.n impart ore all wljo are 
left alivo of th.it Hi(Huner load of people. 
There is ronson to hclicvo that the other 
boati shared tho same fato. 

Wo can call to mind no more njjpftlling 
instance of a wanton wasto of human life 
than thin calamity presents. The evidence 
taken lii f.ire the Ooroner's Jury as to the 
nuf.c^nw(.rtliineBS of thostoamor leads ino- 
(,istibly to till! conchiBion th.it had slin 
not Ddiliiled with the Orpheus .she must 
soon have fallca to pieoos from bLcct in- 
ability to hold toRether. Ono Mkilled 
witness fiworo that "her timbers could ho 
idiovoled out of her!" And another, thul 
■when it WHS siid she was overhauled and 
repaired it raoant from the water's edgo

toucbedl Bat a fact that ohnllenges one's 
attention even more forcibly than the 
stats of the ship's hull is the ooadi- 
tion of her boats, whioh wore oJearly 

placed on tho davits to be looked at and 

not to bo uaed; the weakness of the watoh 
at the tiuio of tlie collision (a boy of 1!) 
yeara officer of tho deck), ttio wretched 
oharaoter of the crow, and the absence of 
tho simplest appliances for saving life. 
Ilonley says ' ho never saw the 
crow practiced or drilled at low- 
ering the boats — indeed, that he 
never saw but ono boat lowered at all. 
There were life-b.^lta on board, it i.s true; 
but tho want of auxiliaries and tho 8 hip 
sinking twenty miles from sliore there is 
reason to fear that in the instanco under 
discuRsion the belts served only to pro- 
long the misery of thofe who relied on 
them for safety. A startling fact that has 
been established olearly in this searching 
enquiry is this: Had the boats been in 
good order and bad it been possible to 
lower them into tho water, they would 
not havo ftocoinmodated more than one- 
half tho crowd of passongera on tho 
sto.iiner, and tho remainder must have 
boon left to drown liko raU. It was thin 
knowledge, no doubt, that at tho first 
intimation of danger impelled every man 
to look out for himself ; that caused tho 
rush to the boutn; that destroyed tho lit 
tlo control the oHicors jiOsseBsed over the 
crew; that ciuisod tho otlieera theuisolvea 
to "losetheir lieiiiU" in thsgenerai soram 
ble; and thnt nmdo all an easy prey to tho 
watery elemoiit. 

To sum up, thosj points present them 
golves to tho writer: First, that tho Pa- 
cifio was rotten and unaeaworthy and 
known to be such by hsr owners. Second, 
that she was not properly equipped for 
A voydgo to Hoa. Thinl, that twice ns 
many pasHongern were tulten as bIio hud 
boat Qccoinmodation for. Fourth, that 
none of her officers wero to l)o relied 
on in an emergency. Fifth, that hor crow 
was weak, inefficient and overworked. 
Siztn, that the watoh on deck at the time 
of the collision was insufficient. Seventh, 
tliat (censural)lo as the Orpheus olearly 
is) the disaster was avoidable by the oxei^- 
oino of ordinary caro on the part of tlio 
steamship.

overloaded, had bad water or provisions, 
or any other defect that madfe it daiiger- 
ont to ooatiauc any voyage in auuh siiip, 
it would then be tbo duly of tho Consul 
y tq wbom.snch complaint was made to or- 
" der a snrvey of such ship, and if on suoh 
Burvey it should be found that tno com- 
plaint was well founded it would ho the 
duty of such Uunsiil to sue ihe cause of 
the complaint removed.

shall h.ave contributed to this result by 
granting fraudulent certiOoates, or simil- 
ar connivance. If a ship went to aea with 
loss aooomiuodation than was necessary 

for tho pnssougers her certiQoates allow- 
eil her, this would bo negligonco; but 
witncsi did not think the cartidcato would 
oall for a particular number of boats. It 
would only provide in general terms that 
tho safety of tho people should be pro- 
vided for. [Capt. Ilnymur here staled 
that tho surveyor could inspect and give 
or withhold certitioatti as he was or not 
satiefied.J ' ' 

To Mr. Biohards — "Was not aware of 
any American law compelling a ship after 
a collision to stay around the neighbor- 
hood until Huro that tho enllision wa.s 
trivial; had hoard of a British law to that 
efibcl; thought both the American and 
British laws good if carried oat; there 
were the Prince Alfred and Vasoo do 
Gama, British bottoms, and British laws 
would apply to them; the law makes a 
Consul accept tho certificate of the ship 
and ho canimt interfere unless called on; 
ho could only report to tho proper aii- 
IhoritioH; know nothing of tho ship's 
sailing horo being unseaworthy, for 
aught witness know tho old Wm. Taber 
was seaworthy; tho original certificate 
would bo kept at the port whore the ship 
wu« registered. 

J. H. Cormiohaol, sworn — Was uios 
.■■lengor of tlio telegraph linn, acting as 
opi;rutor on tho -Ith inat. at Victoria; the 
wires wcro up on tho -lib; think they 
were down on tho 5th; on tho Gth aod 7tli 
thoy wore up; on Monday, 8lh, they were 
u]) in tho afternoon and the news of the 
loss of tho Pacific came up by thcLi; 
could not eay without referring to the 
books if they weio up on Tuesday; did 
not kcop tho bonks ar.d could not say 
how often tlioy were down; they were 
Irci^nently down in winter. 

Niol O'llenley, recalled -Knew tho :!d 
odicer by sight ouly; his name was 
Lewis; ho was on watch at the time of 
tho accident; ho always seemed to do his 
work; could not say if ho was a good sea- 
man ; could not tell if ho could box the 
compass; Hhould take him to bo about 35 
yo.iri of age; knew nothing of any life- 
raft; tlinro vrora iinvor six boots on tho 
Pacific ainco witness recoUoctocl her; dui 
not think there could ba a life-ruft with- 
out witness knowing it; beard the cap- 
tain hail the ship; saw the captain and 
the man at the wheel after the accident 
occurred. 

J. P. Goodhue, sworn — Was ac;eut iu 
Victoris for the Orogi Steainshij} Co.; 
a ship's cjrtilicato wa'i ronowed onco a 
year, and on tho oxpir.-ition of tho certi 
tication no Customs C'. '. 'or in the U. .S. 
would olenr a vessel without it was re 
noweil; a certificate was given by Inspec- 
tors of tho hull, boilers, engines, etc ; 
they bore holes in her to seo if her tim- 
bers are sound, iusiJGct hor boats, etc., 
to see if they aro in good order; the cer- 
tificato states that sho shall carry so 
many boats, but does not state how many 
])asseuger8 each boat shall carry; iluriiig 
witness' experienee never knew bo^ts or 
buckets to be borrowed for an inspoction 
or a champagne spread to be given to an 
iuspeotor; could not state how they in- 
spected vessels at San Francisco; had 
only been iuspeetoil at Portland; there 
was gonerally a boat in charge 
of tho mutes, engineer and purser 
in case of accident; was nwaro of a law 
that boats should be so fi.xed that one 
person can lower tbeni; steamers are 
supposed to come here in proper condi- 
tion or they would not have their certifi- 
cates granted; could not say anything as 
to tho condition of other steamer.s; had 
known of certilicates being refused ;liad not 
known the John L Stephens to he refus- 
ed; did not know how old she was; could 
not say how old the Onllimrao or the 
AjrtX was; thoy had all got curtifloatos ; 
Had known the John L. .Stephens since 
1860; thought the John L. Stephens was 
15 years old; could not eay if she was a 
forty niner; tho California was built in 
180-1 

Samuel Thos. ."■'tyles, sworn — Remem- 
bered buying a ticket on the 2 1 or :id of 
November at EugoUiardt'a olllce; asked 
cat)in faro to San Francisco and was told 
§10; thought of going down himself ;aftor 
conversation with his wife witness settled 
that sho and ono child should go; went 
back next day and a.sked Engalliardt the 
fare again, and ho aaiil Sbj; witness said, 
"why, you told me SIO;" Engelhardt said 
the rooms were nearly all gone, but bo 
thought he could make room for Mrs. 
Styles and her little boy; asked Engel- 
hardt if there were any restrictions as to 
the number of passengers, and he said 
none whatever, they could do exactly 
what they pleased; he said there weie no 
restriclionii in the matter. 

Tho Coroner read from .Tarvis on Coro- 
uer'.s as to thn conduct of an investiga 
tion of this cliaracter, and the oompoten- 
oy of a juror to give ovidonoo on the mat- 
ter before them. The Coroner said that 
very serious questions would ai iso from 
tho verdict of the jury. He was fully 
satisfied that the jury would weigh the 
eviili'iico ami deliver a finding in accord- 
ani-e therewith. j 

Mr. MeCreight asked tho Coroner to j 
point out to tho jury that any verdict \ 
thoy iniglit give would not be conclusive 
in a suit for damages against the steuni- 
ship owners or agent. 

"The Coronnr said that the verdict would 
bo revii.'wed in the Supreme Court, but 
would not he subject to amendment. 

The jury then retired. 

THE VEBDIOT. 

The jury returned at ^:50 o'clock and 
the foreman, Mr. James Fell, road tho 

verdict, wliioh was as follows:-- 

That the body is that of Tiios. ,T. Far- 
rell. That, tho luiid Thos. J. Farrell came 
to his deiitli by drowning. That the said 
Thos. J. Farrell was a passengor on board 
tho American steamer Pacific, which 
sailed from V'ictoria for San Fr.-Micisco 
OB tha 4,lh day of November, 1875. That 
tho said steamship Pacilio sunk after a 
ooUision with tho American ship Orpheus 
otT Cape Flattary on tna night of the ilh 
Nov., 1876. That the Faoifio straek the 
Orpheus on the starboard side with her 
stoin a very slight blow, the shook of 
which should not have damaged the Pa- 
cillo if sho had boon a sound and sub- 
stf.ntial vessel. That tho collision bo- 
twcon tho Pncifio and tho Ornhons was 
cauBod by tho Orphous not Kooping tho 
Paoifio's lights on hor port bow, as when 
lirst Kcon ; but putting tho holm to star- 
board and unjaatiflably orossing tho Pa- 
oifio's bows. That the watoh oa the deck 
of tho Paoiflo at the time of (he collision 
T»» HdMrat is Buabtr to fctep ■» 



proper lookout. That the eaid watob 

consisted only of threo men, namely, 
ono at tho wheel, ono supposed to be on 
tho lookout, and tho third mato, a young 
man of doubtful cxpcrieuco. That thu 
Pacific bad about 2oS peraoua ou board 
at the time of the collision. Tkat tho 
Pacific had five boats, whose utmost car- 
rying capacity did not exceed one hun- 
dred and itixty persons. That the boats 
were not and could not be lowered by 
the undisciplined and insnfttbient orow. 
That tho cajjtiiin of tho Orphous sailed 
a way after the collision and did not re- 
main by tho Pucific to ascertain tho 
amount of damage sho bad sustained. 

Tho jury also returned a veidiot of 
"found drowned" iu thu oaso of Jolin 
Howe Sullivan, another of the Pucifio's 
victims. 

The adjourned inquest on the bodies ef 
Mrs. Kellar, Mr. Vining, and another 
man unknown was thou resumed, and the 
jury after a short oousaltation returned a 
verdict to the effect that the deceased per- 
sons came to their death by drowning. 

Messagtiii from tlie Sea. 

The message Iho lato H. P. Moody 
wrote ou u piece of wreck as tha Pacific 
went down to apprise his friends of his 
sad fate recalls to mind iustaucea of mes- 
sages written undoraimilaroircumstauoes 
that luivo reached the shore and biM^n for 
wariled to friends for wdiom they wore 
inteniled. \Vhen tlie I'rother Jonatlian 
ali uck a reef heh.iw I'cjitlaud, ton years 
ago, one of tl: ' pas-engi>r8 was a Scotch 
geulli.'man named Nesliit, editor of liie 
San Pr.mciseo liullr.tiu . who was on bis 
way to Victoria to dispose of somn real 
estate. A week or so after the disa.ster 
the body was diaoovored floating willi a 
liftf-belt on it, and in his pocket was found 
liis will written iu pencil on llio leaf of a 
nuMuorandu in-book . He liud time to write 
that ho was laco to face with dcatli on the 
stoftiuci- wluL- li w.m ..iuUiiif; Some two 
years ago a steamship sailed from Mon- 
treal for the mariiime provinces.

land. Tho orioiutil Ijarpfain was that 
tho tcniiiiui.s should bo on tho Pacific 
Bcaboard, but tho Into Government 
decided to cross tho narrows, v. ';erQ 
the inoHt friKiintic bridging work.s over 
))rojeoto<l ill tho world would havo to 
be dono at a co.st of many luillitm.s, 
and then build from ono to two hun- 
dred miles more of I'oilway on the Is- 
land ol Vancouver. And yet tho men 
who proposed to do this had the hard- 
ihood to condemn their successors for 
having pro[)osed, as conipciiBa.iju to 
Hritisb C'olninbia for tiio deliiyH in tho 
fuliilmeutof the bargain, to do a Kiuall 
part of what they had themselves 
wauted to do, by building a railway 
fioin Esriuiiualt to Nanaiino. Ho (Mi. 
Ulake) thought it was ii iiiistako to 
propobo lo lIu even that small part, 
but be complained of those men who 
condemned their successors for pro- 
posing to do a jiart of what ooy iu- 
tended lo do aa u vdiole. lie thought 
it a jutv to cunstrtiid, tho J uiiiialt 
Kuilway along a bboro iiidoiil. d with 
beautiful harbors, when in thi oreaeut 
coudition of the country it was not a 
rc«[uisite, and he thoufjlit it better 
that whatever compensation Parlia- 
niGut might award lo British Cohim- 
bia flhoiild be given in the way ot aid 
to such public works as the people of 
that Province, through their re])reKen- 
tativcH, inigbt doterniiiie to build. Tho 
present (lovornment were not respon- 
sible for tho delay and bad done their 
bc-sl to avert it, but as the delay wat. 
likely lo continue, because the Gov- 
ernment did not propose to ruin Can- 
ada in order to carry oat the letter of 
the bond, they were willing to give a 
sum of money fur public work.s as 
com|)ensation. lie thoi'!,Tlit these 
agrcenirnts should bo Hubject to 
tho sanction of I'lirliiMiieut, and 
that it should be affirmed positive'y ^ 
and decisively that whatever barga n 
might l-'C made as to time or money, 
such stipulations should md bo exe- 
cuted at the price of a further in- 
crease in tbe_ taxation. (Cheers.) Cf 
course, if the electors said thuy desir- 
ed to have the railway built faster, and 
their taxes increased, the Govern- 
ment would be williiiiT to accede to 
their wishes. (Laughter and cheers.) 
The population of 13ritish Celumbia 
was about a third of that of West To- 
ronto, and they were to have more 
than thirty-six niillioiis hp.'ut nmi^ng 
tljoiii. He asked the electors of \Ve^.t 
Torioito to iumgino the prosper- 
which would How ffoiii tho expendi- 
turo of a tenth of that sum in their 
midst, and then to understand why 
the British Columbians were so na- 
turally anxious for the I'uilway to be 
conipieted.
